Mr. Astorgould averred that his return from his invest- 
ments last year was the mere bagatelle of $46,032,000, and 
while his employees might prate about their troubles being 
based primarily on bread and butter, it was a matter of mil- 
lions with him, and it was a duty he owed to his children to 
be firm. 

Orders from the Consolidation of Pork Cornerers in Chi- 
cago caused every millionaire exporter of American hog in 
New York to shut down, while the Fraternity of Street Rail-

FE ROM Hawthorne’s * Marble Faun” to Miss Maud 

Howe’s “Atalanta in the South” (Roberts Bros.) is 
a long and precipitous journey, but the inspiring idea of the 
latter work was, unconsciously, perhaps, drawn from the 
former. Feuardent is a Creole Donatello whose conscience 
and character are developed by a crime and by love. The 
personality of each is linked in the stories with a statue. The 
comparison ends there. For the rest, Miss Howe’s story is an 
heroic effort to infuse a little Southern warmth and romance 
into the frigid atmosphere of the old Boston novel. The scene 
is laid in New Orleans, but our old friend, The Jmpertous 
Beauty with a Mission, temperature near zero, is imported 
into the sunny clime to be thawed. Her venerable father 
acts as acheck to a too sudden change of temperature. The 
Creole Donatello, who has killed his man in a duel, is the 
caloric agency that transforms the New England icicle into a 
woman with a heart. In the end the North and South are 
united by an old-fashioned Yankee wedding, at which the 
proud and haughty relatives of the bride try to freeze the 
Creole groom with stories of family greatness dating from 
the Mayflower. 

The romance ends with the wedding bells, but there should 


be a supplementary chapter, describing the subsequent tribu- 
lations of the ardent Creole while adjusting himself to the 
latitude of Boston. 

The last state of that man was evidently worse than the 
first, and his crime received a full measure of punishment and 
expiation.

Business as well as 
the criminal was suspended on the day of execution, and the 
school children were given a half holiday, in order that they 
might have more time to reflect upon the horrors of a 
criminal career. 

For the sake of appearances and collections, among the 
first things the Minuit Government did was to build a 
church, which was used for religious purposes on Sunday, a 
fort in time of war, with the usual modern stained-glass 
windows and choir to scare the invading foe away; and on 
week-days of peace it was used as a saw-mill.

The banjo has only five strings, but the mandolin has at 
least a dozen. When thumped on by a bunch of stubby 
fingers, the sensation that creeps through one’s marrow- 
bones is not unlike the delirious sense of joy experienced by 
a nervous invalid who hears a man riveting a boiler. A 
Spanish dance executed on a mandolin by an amateur is 
enough to make a corpse leap out of its coffin and beg to be 
buried. Its tender modulations combine the frumpish clatter 
of a tin pan and the pathetic notes of a horse-fiddle. A great 
many people consider it refreshing to hear somebody shovel- 
ing coal after listening to a mandolin solo. 

The mandolin is well adapted to give expression to Wag- 
ner’s music. It appeals directly to the senses, and one who 
is fond of noise has only to listen and enjoy. It begets an 
indefinable longing—to get away from the instrument.

The 
fact that this confession of epistolary sins is made at a rate 
that would take a practiced stenographer “off his feet,” and 
that that is the rate at which the letter is also supposed to be 
written out in long hand, troubles no one. Neither does the 
fact that no less gifted penman than the artist who writes the 
Lord’s Prayer on your thumb nail for fifty cents could get all 
of that letter on to the one dainty sheet of note paper excite 
remark. 

Then there is the telegram. The stage telegram begins 
with “Dear George” or an equivalent. It abounds in 
wit and ends with the usual expressions of love and 
respect ; all sent at a tariff of two or more cents a word.
